A SAD DEATH. 


^rs. Rufus Magee Dies in a For- 
eign Country Away From 
Home and Friends. 


LOGANSPOBT, Ind., May 22.—A letter 
was received in this city yesterday morn- 
ing by Mr. George W. Funk, law partner 
<rf Hon. Rufus Magee, United States 
minister to Norway and Sweden, conyey- 
ing the sad and unexpected intelligence 
of the death of Mrs. Magee, which oc- 
curred May 6, at Godesburg, Germany. 
The missive was very brief, and gave no 
particulars as to her death or its cause. 
In fact the minister was so unmanned by 
the suddenness of the calamity that be 
wrote he was unable fo give any par- 
ticulars or to state what his future move- 
ments would be. He 
gave direc- 
tions to have the news broken to 
his 
wife's • mother, 
Mrs. Margaret 
Musselmen, by Rev, Harry Thomp- 
son, pastor of the Episcopal church, 
which was done shortly after the receipt 
of the news. 
Inclosed with tbe letter to 
Mr. Funk, was another to Mrs. Mussel- 
man. It was,written by the minister 
the night previous to the death of his 
wife, and stated that she had been taken 
suddenly ill a week before, and ever 
since that time bad but few lucid inter- 
vals, at which time she was barely able 
to recognize her husband and children. 
Two of the most noted physicians,in the 
country attended her, and the husband 
remained at her bedside day and night 
during the whole of her sickness. 
The 
letter further attributed her illness to 
liver and heart troubles. 


Mrs. Magee died in Godesburg, Ger- 
many, as above f^tated, which is about 
800 miles from Stockholm, where the 
minister is located. 
She had been there 
for six months, her daughters attending 
school near by. 
The school term had 
closed or was about to close, and the 
family were preparing to make a tour of 
the continent, Mr. Magee having se- 
cured a leave of absence for two months. 


The deceased was aged forty-three 
years, and was the eldest daughter of 
Mrs. Margaret Musselman, who resides 
on Market street, near sixth. 
She was 
married to Hr. Magee about eighteen 
years ago, in this city. 
Two daughters 
survive her—Krutzee, aged sixteen, and 
Mamie, aged fifteen. Mrs. Magee WHS 
of a literary turn of mind, and gave 
much of her time to reading and study. 
See was retiring in her disposition and 
spent most of the time with her family. 
She gave liberally to the poor in a quiet 
way, and was withal a consistent Chris- 
tian and a devoted wife and mother. Her 
church membership was with the Trin- 
ity Episcopal church, which she had at- 
tended since clildhood. 


Tn the absence of any information on 
the subject it is conjecturi d that the re- 
maios will be temporarily interred at 
Stockholm, there to remain until the 
family returns to America. 


Mrs. Will Sala, sister of the deceased, 
who resides at Montgomery, Ala., has 
been sent word of her death, -and ad- 
monished to visit her mother in this city 
at 6noe, which she will doubtless do. 


It will be exactly one year next Sun- 
day, May 23, since the minister and his 
family started from Logansport for ^ s 
post of duty, five thousand miles away. 
Little did they or their many friends in 
this city dream of the sad occurrence 
that was so soon to cloud their happiness. 
It can be truly said that in the deatii of 
Mrs. Magee the United States has lost 
one of the most excellent women among 
the wives of our foreign representatives. 
Peace to her ashes.

In prssenting the annual report of the 
Belief Union, the managers feel that 
they have taken one step forward during 
the year, a step toward making the work 
of the society a blessing and a necessity 
in our city. 
For several years our 
workers have been so few and the means 
at oar disposal so limited, that we have 
not been satisfied with the results we 
could obtain. 
It had oome to seem al> 
most a necessity to have a room which 
could be opened a part of every day, 
and a paid assistant to attend to appli- 
cants. 
Only by such method could we 
do efiective work. 
That involved an 
expense we never dared to assume. 
In 
the late winter, inspired by a frieod to 
make the attempt, we received pledges 
for a sum suflicient to begin work in a 
systematic manner. 
Cards have been 
printed and distributed to all contrib- 
utors to our funds. When solicited for 
aid they are especially requested to send 
the applicant to our rooms, with the 
name of the sender signed to one of 
these cards, which is examined by our 
superintendent. 
The case will be inves- 
tigated and such help given as seems 
needed. 
We have given much thought 
to reach tbe best method of helping the 
deserving and of protecting ourselves 
and our friend^ from the lazy, thriftless 
parasites who would live on the charity 
of the public, unfetterred by the re- 
straints which must necessarily surround 
them if they were taken to the p. ace 
where they properly belong, namely, the 
county house. It is yet too early to 
know whether our new method will en- 
able us tu reach the result we desire. 
Our room as opened April 1. 
There 
have been twenty-six applicants for 
help; of these, nineteen have been as- 
sisted to fuel, provision or second hand 
clothing. 
Several of these persons have 
been to the room more than once; some 
times bearing cards from diflerent con- 
tributors, and some times presenting 
their own needs. 
Assuming that each 
applicant represents a family of five, 
which is not a large average, we have 
at-sisted in the seven weeks, ninety-five 
persons. 


The industrial school which was so 
happily inaugurated in the fall of 1884, 
was very prosperous during the early 
season. 
New pupils were constantly ap- 
plying for admission, and so goodly a 
number of young ladies volunteered to 
teach, that we had come to look upon 
the evening school as ope of our best 
works. 
At Christmas a very pleasant 
entertainment was given the children. 
The members of the First Presbyterian 
Sunday school gave their tree, with its 
decorations, and our friends responded 
to our appeal for help so freely that every 
member of the school |had a nice lunch 
and presents to take home. 
Early in 
January the privileace of scarlet fever 
made it seem unadvisable to keep the 
school open. 
Children, coming as they 
did, from all quarters of the city, might 
scatter the seeds of this terrible disease. 
It has not seemed prudent, as yet to re- 
open the school. 
When the school 
closed, there were 107 members. 
We 
are under great obligations to Miss 
Edgerton, who organized and superin- 
tended the work for several months, and 
to Miss Eckles, who afterwards took 
charge of the school, and also to the 
young ladies who have so ably assisted 
them. 


We are very grateful to the trustees 
of the Third Presbyterian society for the 
free use of a room in their church for 
several months. 
When we decided to 
open our rooms daily, a more central lo- 
cation seemed necessary, and we re- 
moved to our present quarters, 64 West 
Main street. 


During the past year we have more 
than once found our money so nearly 
gone as to fear the work must be aban- 
doned; but friends have always risen to 
help us. 
After the last annual meeting, 
we had about decided to give up the 
work for this summer, when Mr. Simons 
very generously gave the society $50.00. 
That bridged over the season, but be- 
fore the begiLning of winter, we were 
again without funds. In this «extremity 
Dr. and Mrs. Myers gave the society the 
proceeds of an entertainment, "A Living 
Game of Chess." 
From this entertain- 
ment, at which the ladies of the society 
made something from tbe sale of refresh- 
ments, we realized $214.46. 
That with 
the usual contributions, enabled us to 
continue the work through the winter. 
We find on our records the names of 
about seventy-eight families assi-ted. 
No list has been kept of the number of 
visits made. 
A few who have applied 


ing upon investigation, that the part of 
true charity was to let them help them- 
selves. 
We have endeavored, as far as 
possible, to secure work for those who 
have asked it. 
Unfortunutely we have 
often found that their failure to find 
work for themselves, is due to their un- 
satisfactory manner of performing the 
service they attempt, and the unwilling- 
ness to do well what is given them to do. 


An (>ntertainment was given in Febru- 
ary by the lessees of the Academy of 
Music, half the proceeds of which were 
given us. 
From that we realized nearly 
S20. 


To the editors of the city journals we 
are under obligations for many favors re- 
ceived. To THE SBNTINKII, News, Ga- 
zette and Stauta Zeitung, we are especi- 
ally grateful for kindly editorials when 
we began our new plan of work. 


All through the year our labors have 
been lightened by the kindness of friends 
of the society. 
We have tried to make 
the beet use of the means which have 
been given us. That we have made 
mistakes we cannot doubt. 
Wisdom 
comes by experience, a lesson which we 
leam and learn again every year. 
From 
one failure we hope to reach success, and 
trust that the honesty of our purpose 
will protect us from losing the confidence 
of our friends, remembering thai "to en- 
is human, to forgive divine."

NEW YORK, May 22.—A special tele- 
gram to Bradstreets indicate a general 
improvement in general trade at a num- 
ber of smaller interior distributing cen- 
ters, as compared witL last week.

crop prospects northwest and south and 
to brighter weather.

'dose of chloral mixed with bromide of 
jiotash to quiet the nerves. 
In less 
than five minutes the patient was in a 
profuse ])ers2)iration, and in ten minutes 
'tho pains were all gone. 
The boy was 
kept in the sweat for half an hour, then 
jiut to bed, wrap]ied in blankets, and 
p,llowed to perspire till the process 
^topped of its own accord. 
He ex- 
[pectorated a vast quantity of slimy 
miicus, 
afterwards vomited a large 
quantity of similar matter, then sank 
into a profound sleep, and woke up 
I)ractically cured. 
The vapor bath as a 
romedv f<ir rabies has been advocated 
and used for some years past by Dr. 
Ibiisson in Enrojie with eminent suc- 
cess, and the cure hero noted forms 
only (me in a i-ath(^r long list of cases

It is not only simple, but so easy of appli- 
cation that its value cannot be too 
widely jiulilished, while it should be 
remembered by every reader for use in 
a i)ossil)le emergency.

patient on a visit to Pasteur, and not a 
few of them might die before reaching 
him, to say nothing of the doubts that 
have been raised in some quarters in 
regard to the certainty of success by 
the use of the slipshod means employed 
in Pasteur's office. The vapor bath can 
be applied in almost every home at a 
few minutes' notice, and may prove to 
be the means of saving many lives that 
would otherwise be lost to the com- 
munity.

"I do not kee]) any, for the pujiils do 
not like the idea of having it talked about. 
But I can give you several. One young 
lady who was exercising here became 
so strong that she lifted (m tlie liealth- 
lift 700 pounds. 
Another wlio took to 
vaulting, who was only 19 years old, 
vaulted five feet. 
This was a splendid 
leap for a woman. 
Last year a young 
girl began exercising who was 12 years 
old, but who

The L»abor Question as Discusseti 
by Kev. T. D e 
W i t t 
Talmag^e. 


The Declaration of Mutual Dependence 
of Capital aud Labor. 


The FlrHt of a Series of Five Sermon». 


B«T. T. De Witt Talmage, 
D. 
D., 
began »series of 
Sabbath-morning dis- 
ooones in the Brooklyn tabernacle on tha 
all-absorbing labor question. 
After ex- 
pounding approjiriate passages of 
scrip- 
ture Dr. Talmage gave out the text. Gen- 
esis i., 2: 
"The earth 
was without form 
and void; and darkness was upon the face 
of the deep. And the Spirit of (iod moved 
upon the face of the waters." l)r. Talmage 
said: 


Out in space there hung a great chunk of 
rock and mud aud water and shell. 
Thou- 
sands of miles 
in diameter, 
more thou- 
sands of miles in circnmference. 
A great 
mass of ugliness, confusion, and distortion, 
uselessness, ghastliuess, 
and 
horror. 
It 
seemed like a gn^at commons 
on 
which 
emashed-up worlds were dumpe d. 
It was 
what poetr.v and proso, scientist and Chris- 
tian agree in calling chaos. 
Out of that 
black, rough, shapeless 
et;g our beautiful 
world was hatched. 
God stood over that 
original 
anarchy of elements and 
said: 
"Atlantic Ocem, you go right away and 
lie down there! Pacitic Ocean, you 
slei'p 
there! 
Caucasi m r.mge of mountains, you 
stand there! 
Mount 
Washington, yon be 
sentinel there! 
]\Iont Blanc, you 
i>nt on 
your coronet of crystal there! 
Mississippi, 
yon march there, and Missouri, yon marry 
it there!" 
Ai^d he gathen-d 
}n His 
al- 
mighty hfinds the sand and mud and rock, 
and rolled and heaved 
nnd 
molded 
and 
dented and compressi-d them into 
shape, 
and then dropped them in four places; and 
the one was Asia, aud anothf^r was Europe, 
and another Africa, and another America, 
north and south. 


The original chaos was like the confusion 
and anarchy into which the human race 
ever and an(m has a tendency to plunge. 
God has said: 
' Let there be light of law, 
light of justice, light of 
peace, 
light 
of 
Icive!" 
"No! nol" say anarchic voices; 
"let their be darkness, 
let there be cut- 
throatery, let th -re be eternal imbroglio, 
lei there bp chaos." 


Such a social 
condition 
many are ex- 
pecting, l ecause of the overshadowing con- 
test between labor und cai)ital. 
There has 
nut been an iiiielliíít>i4 mnn or woman dur- 
ing the last two months who has not asked 
the question: ' Shall we have bloody revo- 
lution in this countryy" 
1 have 
heard 
many answer the question in the aflSrma- 
tive; I answer it in the negative. 


There may be and 
thtre 
have 
been 
terrific outbuists of ])opular frenzy, 
but 
there will be no anarchy, for the 
Church 
of Christ, the mightiest aud grandest in- 
stitution of the ]>Ianet, shall, laying hold 
of the strength of the eternal God, 
come 
out and, putting one hand on the shoulder 
of Labor, and the other on the shoulder of 
Capital, say: '1 come in the name of the God 
who turned chaos into ina<^aiiticent order to 
settle this dispute 
by the principles 
of 
eternal justice and kindness, ami now, I 
command you, take your hands otf 
each 
other's throats." 
The only impartial insti- 
tution on this sul)ject is the church, 
for 
it is made up of both capitalists ,m l labor- 
ers, and was founded by Christ, who was a 
carpenter, aud so has a right to speak for 
all laborers; and who owns the earth and 
the solar system aud the universe, and so 
can speak for the capitalists. 


As for myself, as an individual I have a 
right to be heard. 
My father was a farmer, 
and my grandfather, and they had to work 
for a living; and every dollar I own I earned 
by the sweat of my own brow, aud I owe no 
man anything, and if any obligation has 
escaped my memory come and present your 
bill as I descend from this pulpit, and 
I 
will pay you on the spot. 
I am going to 
say all that I think and feel on this sub- 
ject, and without any reservation, asking 
your prayers that I 
may 
be divinely di- 
rected in this ÍJii]iortant series of 
Sabbath 
morning discourses. 


I'hat labor has grievances I will show 
you plainly before I get through this course 
of sermons. 
That capital has had out- 
rages committed upon it I will make evident 
beyond dispute. 
But there 
are 
right 
and wrong ways of attempting a reforma- 
tion. 


When I say there will be no return to 
social chaos I do not underrate the awful 
peril of these times. 
We must admit th it 
the tendency is toward revolution. 
(íreat 
throu^'s gather at some points of disturb- 
ance in almost all our cities. 
Ilsiil-trains 
hurled over the rocks. 
Workmen beaten 
to death within sight of their wives and 
children. I'actories assailed by mobs. The 
faithful jiolice of our cities exhaust'd by 
vigilance night and day. 
In some 
c a s e s 
the military called out. The whole country 
asking the question, "What n e x t " 
An 
earthi)uake has with one hand taken hold of 
this continent at the 
Pacific beach. a¡i ! 
with the other hand has taken hold of the 
continent at the Atlantic beach, and shaken 
it till every manufacturing, commercial, 
agricultural, 
literary, 
and 
religious 
interest 
has 
trembled. 
A 
part 
of 
Belgium 
one 
great 
riot. 
Eussia 
and 
Germany ^ n d Austria keejiing their work- 
men quiet only by standing armies so vast 
that they are eating out the life of those 
nations. 
The only reason that Ireland is 
in peace is because she is hoping for home 
rule and the triumph of Gladstoneism. The 
labor quarrel 
is hemispheric,—aye, 
a 
world-wide (juarrel,—and the whole ten- 
dency is toward anarchy. 


But one way in which we may avoi l 
anarchy is by letting tlie people know 
what anarchy is. 
We must have the wreck 
pointed out in order to steer clear of it. 
Anarchy is abolition of right of property. 
It makes your store and your house ami 
your money and your family mine, aud 
mine yours. 
It is wholesale robbery. 
It 
is every man's hand against every other 
man. 
It is arson and murder and rapine 
and lust and death triumphant. 
It means 
no law, no church, no defense, no rights, 
no happiness, no God. 
It means hell h t 
loose on earth, and society a combination 
of devils incarnate. 
It means extermina- 
tion of everything good and the coronation 
of everything infamous. 
Do you want it? 
Will \»u have it? 
Before you let it get a 
good foothold in America take a gooil look 
at the dragon. 
Look at Paris, where for a 
few days it held sway, the gutters red with 
blood and the walks down street a st( p])ing 
between corpses, the archbishop shot as 
he tries to quell the mob and every man 
and woman armed with a knife or pistol or 
bludgeon. Let this country take one good, 
clear, scrutinizing look at anarchy 1)efore 
it is admitted, and it will never be allowed 
to set up its reign in our borders. 
No; 
there is too much good sense dominant in 
this country to permit anarchy. 
All good 
people will, together with the officers of 
civil government, cry, "Peace!" and it will 
be re-established. 
Within 
six 
months 
there will, be a kindlier understanding be- 
tween labor and capital than has ever been 
known in this country. 
They have had 
demonstrated as never be fore their absolute 
dependence upon each other. 


Meanwhile, 
my brotherly counsel is to 
three classes of laborers. 
First, to those who are at work. 
Stick to 


It 
Do not, amid the excitement of these 
times, drop your employment, hoping that 
something better will turn up. He who 
gives up work now, whether he be railroad 
man, mechanic,' farmer, clerk, or any other 
kind of employe, will probably give it up 
for starvation. Yon may not like the line 
of steamers that you are sailing in, but do 
not jump overboard in the middle of th^ 
Atlantic. Be a little earlier than usual af 
your post of work while- this turmoil lasts, 
and attend to your 0(!cupation with a little 
more assiduity than has ever characterized 
you. 


My brotherly counsel, in the second^ 
i 
ilace, is to those who have resigned work. * 


t is best for you and best for everybody to 
go back immediately. 
Do not wait to see 
what others do. 
Get on board the tram of 
national prosperity before it starts auain, 
for stai-t it will, start soon and start might- 
ily. 
Last year in the city of New York 
there were forty-five geneml strikes and 
177 shop strikes. 
Successful strikes, nine- 
ty-seven; strikes lost, thirty-four; strikes 
pending at the lime the 
statistics 
were 
made, 
fifty-nine; 
strikes 
compromised, 
thirty-two. 
Would von like me to tell you 
who will make the most out of the present 
almost universal stI ike? 
I can 
and will. 
Those will make the most out of it who go 
first to work. 


My third word of brotherly advice is to 
another class of laborers—namely, those 
who have been a long time out 
of 
work. 
How many of them? 
Before this present 
trouble began there were nearly two mil- 
lion people in thi^ country out of work and 
could not get 
work. 
I have for the last 
ten years been busy much of the time in 
trying to get people work who asked for it. 
I have worn myself out again and a'^ain, as 
many of you have, to get employment for 
those who besought it. 
In some cases we 
succeeded, in others failed. 
My brotherly 
counsel is to the nearly two million peoj)le 
who could not get work before this trouble 
began, and who have themselves and their 
families to support, to go now and take the 
vacated places. 
Go in and take 
those 
places a million aud a half strong. 
Green 
hands you may be now, but you will not be 
green hands long. 
My sentiment is full 
liberty for ail who want to sirike to do so, 
an'l full liberty for all who want to t.ake the 
vacatful x>laces. 
Other industries will open 
for those who are now taking a vacation, 
for we heve only opened ,tbe outside door 
of this continent, nnd there is room in this 
country for eight hundred million pi'0))le 
and for etich one of them a home aud a 
livelihood and a God. 


So, however others may feel about this 
excitement as wide as the continent, I am 
not scared 
a bit. 
Th-^ storm will hush. 
Christ will put His foot upon it as upon 
agitiited Galilee. As at the beginning, (ibaos 
will give ]ilace to order as the spirit of God 
moves u]'on the waters. 
Buthe-arit, work- 
ingmen of America! 
Your lirst step 
to- 
ward light and betterment of condition will 
be an assertion of your individual 
inde- 
pendence from the dictation of your fel- 
low-workmen 
You are a free man 
and 
let no or.tiani/.ation come between you and 
your best interests. 
Do not let any man, 
or any body 
of men. tell .vou where you 
shall 
work, 
or 
where 
you 
shall 
not 
work, when you 
shall work, 
or 
when 
you shall not work. 
If 
a man 
wants 
to 
belong 
to 
a 
labor 
organization, 
let him 
belong. 
If he does 
not want 
to belong to a labor organization 
let 
him 
have perfect liberty to stay out. 
You own 
yourself. 
Let no man put a manacle 
on 
your hand or foot or head or heart. 


I belong to a ministerial association that 
meets once a week. 
I love all the 
mem- 
bers very much. 
We may help each other 
in a hundred ways, but when that associa- 
tion shall tell ine to quit my work and go 
somewhere else; that I must 
stop 
right 
away because a brother minister has been 
badly treated down in Texas, 1 will say to 
that ministerial association: 
"Get thee be- 
hind me, Satan!" 
Furthermore, I have a 
right to resign my pastorate, of this church 
and say to the people: "I decline to work for 
you any longer. 
I am going. 
Good-by." 
But I have no right, after I have quit this 
pulpit, to linger around the doors on Sun- 
day mornings and evenings with a shotgun 
to intimidate or hinder the minister 
who 
comes to take my 
place. 
I may 
quit 
toy place 
and continue to be a gentle- 
man, but when I interfere 
with my 
suc- 
cessor in this pulpit I become a criminal 
and deserve nothing better than soup in a 
tin bowl in Sing Sing Penitentiary. 
Here 
is a statement that I would have 
every 
laborer 
put in his memorandum book or 
paste in his hat, and every newspaper put 
at the head of its columns. 
There are now 
about twelve jnillion people in this country 
receiving wages, and 
a ^ u t 
six hundred 
thousand 
belonging to organizations that 
control their labor. 
I would have all 
the 
(;0(l.(1(1(1 do as they please, and I would 
have all the other 
ri.4iHi.(M(i do as 
they 
please. 
You will admit that the t')()(),0(M) in 
such organizations ought not to 
control 
the ll,4(i(»,<MlO laborers not in them. 
Your 
first 
duty, O laboring 
man! is to your 
family. 
Let no one but Almighty God dic- 
tate to you how you shall suj)port 
tlieni. 
Work wi)en von please, where you please, 
at what you please, and allow no one for a 
hundred millionth part of a second to iutei - 
fere wiih your right. 
When 
we 
emerge 
from the present unhappiness, as we soon 
will, we shall find many tyrannies broken, 
and labor and capital will march shoulder 
to shoulder. 


This day I declare the mutual de})end- 
ence of labor and capitid. 
An old tent- 
maker put it just right—I mean 
Paul 
when he declai't^d: 
"The eye canuot say to 
the hand, I have no need of thee." 
You 
have examined some elaborate machinery — 
a thousand wheels, a thousand bands, 
a 
thousand levers, a thousand 
pulleys. 
1 ut 
all controlled by one great water-\\ heel, all 
the parts adjoined so that if you jarred one 
p a n you jarred all the parts. Well, society 
is a great piece of mechanism, a thousand 
wheels, a thousand 
pulleys, a thousand 
levers, but all controlled by one great and 
ever-revolving force—the wheel of (iod's 
providence. 
So thoroughly is so-iety bal- 
anced and adjusted that if you hai ni one 
part you harm all parts. 
The professicuis 
interdependent, all the trades interilepcnd- 
ent, capital and labor interdepeu'tent, 
so 
that the man who lives in a mansion on 
the hill, and the man who bj-eaks cobble- 
stonei at the foot of the hill, alfect each 
other's misfortune or i>ros])erity. Dives can- 
not kick Lazarus without 
hurting his own 
foot. 
Thev who throw Shadrach 
into the 
furnace get their own faces scorched and 
blackened. 
No such 
thing as independ- 
ence. 
Smite society at any one point aud 
you smite the entire coinmnnitv. 
Or to 
fall back on the old tent-maker's 
fiuure. 
what if the eye should say: 
"I am over- 
seer of this physical anatomy; I am in.de. 
pendent of all the other members; if there 
is anything I despis i it is those miserable 
and low-lived tingers!" 
What if the hand 
should say: 
"I am the boss workman; I am 
independent of 
all the other 
members; 
look at the callous 
in my palm 
and the 
knots of my knuckles; if there is anything I 
hate it is the human eye, seated under the 
dome of the forehead, doing nothing but 
look!" 
Now. we come in this morning to 
break up that quarrel, and we say: 
"O 
silly eye, how soon you would swim 
in 
death if .you had not the hand to suppoi^ 
and defend you. 
O silly hand, you woultl 
be a mere fumbler in the darkness 
if 
it 
were not for the human 
eye." 
"The eye 
cannot say unto the hand, 1 have no need 
of thee." 


Relief will come to the working class s of 
this country through a better understanding 
between capital and labor. 
Before 
the 


«ontest goes much further it will be found 
that their interests are identical; 
what 
helps one helps both; what injures one in- 
jures both. 
Show me any point in 
the 
world's history 
of six 
thousand 
years 
where capital was prospered aud labor op- 
pressed, or where labor was prospered and 
capital oppressed. 
AVhat is the state of 
things now? 
Labor at its wit's end to get 
bread. 
Capital at its wit's end to pay the 
taxes and to keep the store and factory 
running. 
Show me any point in the last 
fifty years where capital was getting large 
accumulation, and I will show you the 
point at which labor was getting 
large 
wages. 
Show me the point at any time in 
the last fifty years where labor was getting 
large wages and I will show you the point 
where capital was getting large profits. 
Until the crack of doom there will be no re- 
lief for the working classes until there is a 
better understanding between labor and 
capital and this war ends. 
Every speech 
that capital makes against labor is an ad- 
journment of 
our 
national 
prosperity. 
Every 
speech 
that 
labor 
makes 
against 
capital 
is 
an 
adjourn- 
ment 
of 
our 
national 
prosperity. 
When the capital of the country 
maligna 
labor it is the eye cursing the hand. 
When 
labor maligns capital it is the hand cursing 
the eye. 
The capitalists of the country, so 
far as I know them, are successful laborers. 
If the capitalists in this house to-day would 
draw therr glove you would see the broken 
finger-nail, 
the scar of an old blister, here 
and there a stiffened' 
finger-joint. 
The 
great publishers of New York and Phil- 
adelphia, so far as I know 
them, 
were 
bookbinders or printers on small pay. 
The 
carriage manufacturers of the country used 
to sandpaper wagon-bodies in the wheel- 
wright's shop. 
On the other hand, 
you 
will find in all our great 
estjiblishments 
inen on wages who us»'d to employ 
their 
one hundred or five hundred men. 


Peter Cooper was a ulue-maker. 
No one 
begrudged him his millions of dollars, for 
he built Cooper Institute, and swung open 
its doors for every poor man's son, 
and 
said to the day laborer; "Send your boy up 
to my institute if you want him to have a 
splendid education." 
And a young 
man 
of this church was the other day walking 
in Greenwood cemetery and he saw 
two 
voung men putting flowers on the grave of 
i'eter Cooper. 
My friend supposed 
the 
young men were relatives of Peter Cooper, 
and decorated his grave for that 
reason. 
"No," they said, "we put these flowers on 
his grave because it was through him we 
got our education." 
Abraham Van 
Nest 
was a harness-makerin NewYork. Through 
economy and industry and skill he got a 
great fortune. 
He gave away to 
help 
others hundreds of thousands of dollars, 
shall never forget the scene when I, a green 
country lad, stopped at his house, and after 
passing the evening with him he came 
to 
the door and came outside and said: "Here, 
DeWitt. is $60 to get books with. 
Don't 
say anything about it." 
Aud I never did 
till the good old man was gone. 
The 
wealthy men of the twentieth century are in 
these last fourteen years of the nineteenth 
century sitting with their feet oti the shut- 
tle, or standing up swinL;ing the pickaxe, 
or doing some kind of hard work, and from 
thesame classes are to come the jihilosophers 
and poets and orators. 
Henry Clay was 
"the Millboy of theSlashes;" Hugh Miller a 
stone-mason; Columbus a weaver; 
Halley 
a soap-boiler; 
Arkwrifiht a barber; 
the 
learned Bloomfield a shoemaker; 
Hogarth 
an engraver of pewter jdate. and Horace 
Greeley started life in New Y'ork with 810.75 
in his pocket. 


The distance between capital and labor 
is not a great gulf over which is swunt 
Niagara suspension bridge. 
It is only a 
step, and the laborers here will cross over 
and become capitalists and the capitalists 
will crossover and become laborers. Would 
to Gofl they would shake hands while they 
are crossing, these from one side and those 
from the other side. 


The combatants in this great war be- 
tween capital and labor are chiefly, on the 
one side, men of fortune who have never 
been obliged to toil, and who despise labor, 
and, on the other hand, men who could get 
labor, but will not have it, will not stick to 
it. It is the hand cursing the eye or the eye 
cursing the hand. 
I 
w ant it understood 
that the laborers are the highest style of 
capitalists. 
Where is their 
investment? 
In the bank? 
No. 
In railroad stock? No. 
Their muscles, their nerves, their bones, 
their mechanical skill, their phvsical health, 
are the highest kind of capital. The man who 
has two feet, and two ears, aud two eyes, 
and ten fingers, owns a machinery that puts 
into nothingness Corliss' engine and all 
the railroaii 
rolling-stock 
and 
all the 
carpet and screw and cotton factories on 
the planet. 
I wave the flag of truce this 
morning betwe.n those contestants. 
I de- 
mand a cessation of hostilities 
between 
labor and capital. 
What is good for one 
is good for both. 
What is bad for one is 
bad for both. 


Again, relief will come to the working- 
classes of this country through a co-opera- 
tive associ;:tion. 
I am not now referring 
to trades-unions. 
We may hereafter dis- 
cuss that question. 
But I refer to that 
plan by which laborers become their own 
capitalists, 
taking their surpluses 
and 
putting them together 
and carryin.,' 
on 
great enterprises. 
In England and Wales 
there are 7t!5 co-operative 
iissociations, 
with three 
huudred 
thousand 
members, 
with a capital of SM,(»(Kt,()(»(». doing busi- 
ness in one year to the amount of S57,0U(),- 
000. 
In Troy, New York, there was a co- 
operative 
iron 
foundry association. 
It 
worked well long enongh to give an idea 
of what could be accomplished when the 
experiment is fully developed. 
Thomas 
Brassey, 
one of the first of the English 
parliament, 
declared. 
"('o-operation 
is 
the one and only solution of this question; 
it is the sole path by which the laboring 
classes as a whole, or any large number of 
them, will ever emerge from the hand-to- 
mouth mode of living, and get their share 
in the rewards and honors of our advanced 
civilization." 
Thomas Hughes, the ablest 
and the most brilliant friend of the work- 
ingmen; Lord 
Derby. John Stuart Mill, 
men who gave half 
their lifetime to the 
study of this question, all favor co-opera- 
tive association. 


The principle was illustrated in Ireland. 
One day a mail-coach traveler found a man 
standing in the water repairing a 
dam. 
"Are you working by yourself?" inquired 
the traveler. 
"Yes," was the 
answer. 
"W^here is your steward?" 
"We have no 
steward." 
"Who is your master?" 
"We 
have no master. 
We are on a new system." 
"Then who sent you to do this work?" 
"The committee." "Who is the committee?" 
"Some of the members." 
"What members 
do you mean?" asked the visitor. 
"The 
plowmen and laborers who are appointed 
by us as a committee. 
I belong to the new 
systemites." 


Y'ou say that there have been great fail- 
ures in that direction. 
I admit it. 
Every 
great movement at the start is a failure. 
The application of steam power a failure, 
electro-telegraphy a failure, railroading a 
failure, but after awhile the world's chief 
successes. I hear some say: 
"Why, it is 
absurd to talk of a surplus to be put into 
this co-operative 
association, when men 
can hardly get enough to eat and wear and 
take care of their families." 
I reply: Put 
into my hand the money spent in the last 
five years in this country by the laboring 
classes for rum and tobacco, and I will 
start a co-operative institution of monetai^ 
power that will surpass any financial insti- 
tution in the United States. 


Again, I remark that relief will come ta 
the worl^g classes through more thoiougb 


' diseoveiy on the part of employers that it it 
• best for them to let their employes know just 
how matters stand. The most of the capital- 
ists of to-day are making less than 6 per cent, 
less than 5 per cent., less than 4 per cent, 
on their investments. 
Herij and there is an 
anaconda swallowing down everything, but 
such are the exceptions. 
It is often the 
case that employes blame their'employer 
because they suppose he is getting along 
grandly, when he is oppressed to the last 
point of oppression. 
I knew a manufac- 
turer who employed more than a thousand 
hands. 
I said to him: "Do you ever have 
nny trouble with your workm< n? 
Do you 
have any strikes?" "No," he said. 
"What! 
In this time of angry discussion between 
capital and labor, no trouble?" "None at all 
—none." 
I said: "How is that?" "Well," 
he said, "I have a way of my own. 
Every 
^ittle while I call my employes together, 
and I say: 'Now, boys, I want to show you 
how matters stand. 
What you turned out 
this year brought me so much. 
You see., 
it isn't as mv.ch as we got last year. I can't 
iift'ord to pay you as much as I did. 
Now. 
you know 
I put all my means in this 
business. 
What do you think ought to be 
my percentage, and what wages ought 1 to 
pay you? 
Come, let us settle this.' 
And," 
said that manufacturer, "we are always 
unanimous. 
When we suffer we all sutler 
together. 
When 
we advajuce we 
ad- 
vance together, and my men would die 
for me." 
But when a man goes among his 
employes with a Buperciiious air and drives 
up to his factory as thouiih he were the 
autocrat of the universe, with the sun and 
tnoon in his vest pockets, moving amid the 
wheels of the factory, chiefly anxious lest a 
preased or smirched hand should touch his 
imma<'ulate broadcloth, he will see at the 
end he has made an awful mistake. 
I 
think that employers will find out after 
awhile that it is to their interest, as far as 
possible, to explain matters to their em- 
ployes. 
You be frank with them, and they 
will be frank with you. 


Again. I remark, relief 
will come to the 
laboring classes throu'^h the religious rec- 
tification of the country. 
Labor is apjire- 
ciated and rewarded just in projiortion as a 
country is 
Christiani/.ed. 
Why is our 
smallest coin a }ienny. while 
in China it 
takes six or a dozen pieces to make one 
penn\, the Chinese carrying in his own 
country the "cash," as it is 
< ailed, around 
his neck like a string of b> a^ls. a dozen of 
these i)iece8 necessary to make the value of 
one of our pennies? 
In this country for 
nothing do we want to pay 
b ss than a 
penny. 
In China they oftt-n have to \ ay 
th'^' sixth of a penny, or the twelfth of a 
penny. 
What is the difference? 
Chris- 
tianity. 
Show me a commumty that is 
thoroughly infidel, and I will show you a 
community where wages are small. 
Show 
me a community that is thoron^ihly { "hvis- 
tianized, and I will shou you a community 
where wages are comparatively large. How 
do I account 
for it'.'' 
'I he philosophy is 
easy. 
Our religion is a deinocratic leli- 
gion. 
It makes the owner of the mill un- 
derstand he is a brother of all the opera- 
tives in that 
mill. 
Born 
of the 
same 
heavenly Father: to lie down in the same 
dust, to be saved by the same supreme 
mercy. 
No putting on of airs in the SL'}nil- 
cher or in the judgment. 


An engineer in a New Entrland 
factory 
gets 
sleepy, and 
he does not watch tne 
steam-gauge, and there is a wild thunder 
of explosion, 
and the owner of the mill 
and one of the workmen are slain. 
The 
two slain men come up toward the gate of 
heaven. 
The owner of the mill kno-ks at 
the gate. 
The celestial gatekeejx r cries: 
"Who is there?" 
The 
reply 
eoines: 
'T 
was the owner of a factory at Fall 
liiver. 
where there was an explosion just now, aud 
I lost my life, and I want to come 
m." 
' Why do you want to come in, and by what 
right do you come in?" asks the 
celestial 
gatekeeper. 
"Oh!" says the man. "1 em- 
ployed two or three hundred hands. 
1 was 
a great man at Fall liiver." 
"You 
em- 
ployed two or three hundred men," says 
the gatekeeper, "but how much 
("hrisiim 
grace did you employ?" 
"None at all." 
says the owner of the mill. 
"Step 
hack," 
says the celestial gatekeeper; 
"no 
admit- 
tance here for you." 
l.'ight after conies nj) 
the poor workman. 
He kno«-ks at 
the 
pate. 
The 
shining 
gat"keej)er 
says. 
"Wno is there?" 
He says: 
"1 am 
a 
}>oor 
workman; I come 
up 
fr «m the 
explosion 
in Fall 
Kiver; I would 
like 
to enter." 
hat is your ri^ht 
to come 
in here?" asks the shininir .¡gatekeeper. 
The workman says: 
"1 heard that a shin- 
ing messenger came forth from your world 
to our world to redeem it; I iiave been a 
bad man; I used to swear when 1 hurt my 
hand with the wheel; I used to be angry; 
I have done a great many 
wrong things, 
but I confessed it all to the messenger that 
came from your country, and after I con- 
fessed it he told me to com - up here, and 
that you mav know that I h ive a right to 
come, there is his name on the 
jialin of 
my hand; here is his name on 
my fore- 
hea'i." 
Then there is a sound of working 
j)ulleys. and the gates lift, and the work- 
ingnian tjoes in. 
There was a vast d'lVer- 
encp between the funerals at Fall 
Kiser. 
Tiie owner of the mill had a gre-it funeral. 
The poor workingmau li;;da small funeral. 
The man who canit-u]) on his own pompous 
resources was iOial out of heaven. 
The 
poor man. 
trusting in the grace of the 
Lord Jesus Christ, enter.d heaven. 


So 3'ou se^' it is a democratic religion. 
I 
do not car' how mueh money you have, you 
•have not enoneh money to buy your way 
through the gat<'. 
I do not care how poor 
you are. if you have the grace of (iod in 
your heart no ime can keepyouout. 
If the 
shining gatekeeper, smitten by some injus- 
tice, should try to keep you out, all Ift^ven 
would fly from the-r th ones, anil they 
would cry: "Let him in! let him in!" 
My 
friends, you need to saturate onr popula- 
tions with th" r^•liglon of Christ, and wa^'es 
will be larger, em)iloyers will be moi e con- 
siderate, all the tides of thrit't will set in. I 
have the higl'.est authority fi r s iving that 
godliness is profitable for the life t lat now 
is. 
It pays for the emplovt-r. 
It pays for 
the em})lf>ye. 
The reliirion of Chi ist came 
out to rectify all (he wrones of Die world, 
and it will yet settle this qiiesiion between 
labor aud capital just as c- rtainly ;'S yon 
sit there and I stand here, 
'i'he iiard h;ind 
of 
the wheel 
and the soft hand of the 
counting-room will clasp each other 
ye!. 
They 
will clasp each other in conyraiuia- 
tion. 
'i hey will clasp each other 
ou the 
glorious morning of the millennium. 
1'he 
hard hand will say: 
"I plowed tlie desi'it 
into a garden;" the soft hand will reply: 
'T furnished the seed." 
The 
o n h a n d 
will say: 
"I thrashed^Jiie mountains;" 
other hand will say: 
'T l^aid for the Hail.*" 
The 
one hand will say: 
"I 
haminend 
the spear into a ))runing-hook;" and 
the 
other 
hand will ansMer: 
"I signed the 
treaty 
of peace that made that ]iossibie." 
Then 
capital 
and labor 
will 
he down 
together, 
and the lion 
and 
the 
lamb, 
and the leopard and the kid. and then' will 
be nothing to hurt or to destroy 
in 
all 
God's holy mount, for the mouth of the 
Lord hath spoken it.

V» (ihave derived a great deal from the 
Greek and from the Roman in the lower 
spheres of life; but for all the fountains 
of the deepest emotions and the grand- 
est moralities we are indebted to the 
Jew. 
In the Old Testament, thought 
of death is almost idyllic. 
"Like a 
shock of corn fully ripe." 
Is there 
anything more beautiful than the har- 
vest field ? There is no sense of loss 
before the sickle; the garner lies behind 
the sickle; and the golden hues, both 
of the harvest and of all nature, have 
oontributed to make the Harvest Home 
a day of joy and hilarity unbounded. 
So the Old Testament speaks of the 
dying as having finished their proper 
growth, and l)e{ ()me beautiful, as the 
corn or grain grows golden, and as 
being gathered like a shock of corn 
fully rii)e. 
"Gatlu>red to his fathers" is 
another expression of the Old Testa- 
ment going to the ancestral home; and 
in that age and at that time, as in 
China now, the whole religion, almost, 
centered in the reverence of 
one's 
ancestors; scattered, sent abroad on 
various errands, or at school, gathered 
again to the fathers. 
But the New 
Testament stands absolutely alone, as 
far higher than the Old as that stands 
higher than heathen or ]>agan litera- 
ture. 
Death glows on the horizon 
almost like a guiding star. 
"To be for- 
ever with the Lord" is one phrase. 
It 
b a lover's cry to his sweetheart. 
"Henceforth a crown 
of 
glory" is 
another phrase; heir apparent, then, 
coming to his throne; and men do not 
usually mourn over such an advent. 
The coming of the Lord, as in our text, 
or a prince and father returning for his 
family. 


A child is at school; vacation or 
graduation comes; and the parents come 
for the child, to bring him home. That 
is the death of the New Testament. 
"Asleep in Jesus"—most beautiful of 
all, for a mother's bosom is the sweetest 
pillow known to the human head, so to 
be asleep in Jesus is to make him mother, 
and to rest in him. 
As at night 
after the day's activity, the wearied 
child, beginning to pine and weep, 
IS gathered up in the mother's lap, and 
on her bosom falls to sleep, so we are 
all to fall asleep in Jesus, and when 
morning comes he shall bring us with 
him. It is the cry of victory. 
"O 
death, where is thy sting? O grave, 
where is thy victory ?" 
The last word, 
before the curtain drops in the mag- 
nificent drama of the Apocalypse, "The 
Spirit and the bride say come; let him 
that heareth say come; and who.soever 
will let him come and take of the water 
of life freely." It is new life. 
It is 
higher life. 
It is gloriou.s life. 
All the 
way through the New Testament the 
subject of death is set to the key of 
immortal 
hope 
and immortal joy. 
Would to God that theology had fol- 
lowed the Now Testament. 
It chose a 
dark and hidden way, rather; it minis- 
tered to men's fears, rather than their 
hope, and made the chances of life to 
come so dreary, so almost fatal, that 
men have absolutely refused to look 
forward. 


Our Lord's words do not at all change 
the spirit of Scripture, "Be ye ready; 
in such an hour as ye think not the Son 
of man shall come." It is this thought 
*of being that I sHall bring before you 
this morning more perfectly. 
Let the 
whole life unfold itself with a wise 
regard to our limited state upon the 
earth. 
Lay out your whole life with 
this cardinal fact in view. It is but a 
beginning; and whatever is cognizable 
by the senses will speedily come to an 
end, and that without warning. 


You never can tell. 
If men had some 
registration, some data, by which they 
could calculate with such certainty that 
one man could say, "I'll live till I am 
«0;" another "And I till I am 65;" 
another "And I till I am 80," there 
might be some sort Of an excuse for the 
way in which some men are accustomed 
to banish the thonght of death from 
fbair minds saying, "It will b« ^ f ) 


enough bj and by; I am sure of so 
many years; and I will not mar them 
by any scud or cloud of fear or trouble;" 
but no man has any such assurance. 
It 
is true that between 30 and 60, one class 
of men will live longer than another 
class; but you do not know tluit you 
belong to that class; nor do you know 
all those occult influences that may cut 
short the thread. 
A man don't die by 
gradual examination. 
We are warned 
on every side. 


In the midst of life literally we are 
in death. 
Men with strong bodily 
pulse, in full possfssion of their facul 
ties, move uj) with gayety and proper 
functions to an unexpected hour, and 
before they can spoak they are gone 
Nor are these sudden deatlis infrequent 
They are becoming so frequent as to 
arouse the attention of every man that 
studies human life; and it seems to me 
that every man who has self-consider 
ation should feel that there is an 
emphasis in these providences, and that 
it is a commentary on the Scripture 
passage, "Be ye ready;" for there will 
be no chance to get ready. 
"Be y 
ready." 
Let the whole life unfolc 
itself so that at whatever hour the Son 
of man shall come he may find you 
ready.—Rev. Henry Ward 
Beeeher.

How He Provide« for Hte 
Fttmily-The 


Palatial Establliiliments He Keeps for 
Their Accommodation and 
the Cost. 


of Running Them. 


One of the best hated men on the Amer- 
ican continent is said to be Jay Gould, and 
his enemies tire not among the poorly paid 
employes on his railroads, 
but his rival 
money kings and the 
financial 
wrecks of 
Wall stre t. 
Some years ago, when periodic 
reports of Gould's failure would come on the 
street, it was noticeable that never %vould 
one hear one word of sympathy for his sup- 
posed misfortune. 
The number of traps, in 
the way 
of pools and combinations, that 
were laid for this daring speculator, will, of 
course, never be known. 
But now that he 
has intrenched himself in a finan- ial posi- 
tion that appears invulnerable, the envy and 
jealousy brought about by this man's suc- 
cesses has settled into positive hate. 
Gould 
was by nature unsocial to a certain degree; 
then, 
in the brigandish business of Wall 
street, in which raids are made on peop e's 
fortunes, it can be readily understood how 
the most successful raider would become the 
Ishmael of such a place. 


Mr. Gould is at home, though, the very ten- 
derest of hu.sbands and fathers 
It is a ques- 
tion whether among the whole galaxy of 
New York millionaires there is one that pro- 
vides so lavishly for the comfort of his fam- 
ily and the care of his home. 
Mr. Gould 
never could endure society, and his wife's 
taste in this direction appears to be similar 
to his. 
It seems to be a desire of the family 
to live in themselves. 
Though the Goulds 
are invited to all the swellest entertainments 
of the other money kings, y<»u never hear of 
them attending one. 
George, the eldest son, 
is a handsome man of 30, whom any society 
would havi> great pleasure in honoring, yet 
it has never been able to capture him. 
Mr. 
Gould has six children, among whom he 
seems to take hLs greatest enjoyment. 
He is 
alY^ays in a hurry to get home to them. 
On 
his pleasure trips he always carries them 
with him. and he can occasionally be seen 
leading one of them by the hand while out 
for a walk. 
He has but one daughter.

day and glides into his office quickly and 
noiselessly: then he usually removes his coat 
if the 
weather is warm and pitches into

If there 
are 
any parties wishing to interview him they 
must be pei-sons of considerable influence, or 
be in possession of a very promising scheme, 
before they can obtain an audience with this 
financial wizard. 
They will find him a very 
courteous gentleman, who wiU ILsten atten- 
tively and say very little, but if they ex) ect 
to read in his face the impression their words 
are having on him they will be mistaken. 
His black eyes are large and piercing, but 
they will assume an expression of staring 
into vacancy that renders their pOii!>e."<sor'!i 
thoughts absolutely unfathomable.

The exterior of the house is plain 
looking. 
This is 
characteristic 
of 
its 
ownei". 
Never d' jos he make a display of his 
wealth or power. To pas-, this timid, plainly 
di-essed little man in the street no one would 
suspect from his appearance that he planned 
Black 
Fri'lay 
or was the largest owner , 
practically of railroad and telegr iph lines in 
the world. 
So it is with his hou.se. 
There is 
nothing about its exterior that would attract 
one s ;itt<?iition, but once across its threshold 
the ricnness and taste of its owner becomes 
api)areitt. 
There are a half million dollars' 
vvortU of paintings on the walls, and the 
decorations and furnishings are everything 
that taste could suggest and unlimited means 
5upi)iy. 
Tim house is a perfect library as 
well, as its proprietor is a persistent seeker 
alter information of various kind-; aud keeps I 
books of reference on (>very possi le subject 
at hand, while 
telegraphic and telephone j 
communic-ation keeps him informed of pass- | 
ing events even in advance of the press. 
; 


Some idea of the magnitude of the duties ' 
within the establishment 
may be gleaned 
from the fact that there are employed therein 
twenty servants, includm^ the three tutors 
tor the three younger boys. 
These em- 
ployes of the house are paid 114,600 a year, 
or §40 per day. 
The expenses of his steam 
yacht Atalanta when he is on board of her is 
I'btimated at -Si'O per day. while the expenses 
of his summer home on the banks of the 
Hudson is saiil to bo |>380 a day. 
All this 
Mr. Gould lavishes on his family.

Natural Trotters. 


Of course nature's best gift to mankind is 
a good honse. 
But one is not certain whether 
there are not men who overdo the horse 
business. 
Th^re are private stables in New 
York city which have had money enough 
spent on fs^b one of them to found a colony 
with model homes for working people. 
It 
really makes a thoughtful person melancholy 
to think of the money squandered on mere 
show and amusement in the great city by the 
sea. 
It shows at once what va.st 
wealth 
there is in New York and how little rational 
idea the owners have of spending it. 
Hap- 
less human beings are dying like sheep in 
reekinji tenement houses, and these fortunate 
men of wealth will spend -StiOO 000 on a stable 
and horses, or ^300,000 on a yacht, without a 
thought of the starving ones of their own 
kind. 
The rich men and women of 
New 
York alone have it in their power to do away 
with the tenement house system of that city 
in six months' time. 
Do they ever think of 
it < Not they. 


Mr. Frank Work is a rich man, 66 years 
old. 
He has been a horse owner and speeder 
forty-five years.

Even 
thirty years a^o they were "f the rarest 
occuiTenca 
One which passed through Cen- 
tral and S nxthern Ohio about twenty-eight 
3'ears ago has fccom':- historic. 
But now no 
part of the coimtry seisins safo from earth- 
quakes ani tornadojs 
If 
we are to be 
whipped a!)<mt in this sort oP way all over 
the land every year or two, what are we 
coming to, indei'.l? 


At Xenia, O., twenly-six penjons lost their 
live- in the tornado and flood of May 12. Ten 
other.«? are \'et missing. 
They were mostly 
colore I .m l Jived near thi» creek. 
It is 
nearh' always tiie poor and tin- lowly who 
suifer. 


Archer <;rcek is an insij^nificant stream 
that runs through X"iiia in a way so unpre- 
tentious that it is not tliouL::ht to be any sort 
of a "run" at all. 
Culverts bridge it. 
But 
at 9 o'clock at ni'.rht then; 
L anie a terrific 
thunderclap. A waterspout sifmed to strike 
that part of the town aioni; Ai cner creek. 
A 
man re-idaig (dose to the stream says that in 
two minutes after the thunderclap he was 
w.'ust deep in water. 
Just so suddenly did 
the flo >d come. 
In IlUnois and 
Indiana 
there were terrific floods and toi nadoes the 
same day. 
Kansas and Missouri had their 
turn the day before. 
It looks to be the same 
storm passmg eastward. 


WATTING ROOM IN WORK'S STABLE. 


He owns what he 
considers 
the 
best 
double trotting team in the world. 
They 
are 
called 
Edward 
and 
Dick 
Swiveler. 
They have made a mile in 2:16^. 
The fast- 
est time a double team have ever done was 
made 
by Aldine and Maud S., that did 
their mile in 2 :15}^. 


"I built this barn two years ago, and it 
cost me about $70,000." said 
Mr. 
Work. 
"I suppose the lot is worth nearly as much 
more, but of course the public does not care 
about that" 


It is pretty steep for a stable that, ?140,- 
000. 
Mr. Work is so fond of his stable that 
he spends much of his time there, like a 
hostler. 
But he has had three magnificent 
rooms fitted up for himself on the second 
floor. 
The sitting room is the one seen in 
the illustration. 
He also has another home 
somewhere 
else 
in 
the 
city, 
where 
his 
family live. 


Mr. Work, speaking of the breeding up 
of trotters, says that when he fli'st came to 
New York in. 1839 a three-minute tiotter 
was more of a rarity than a 2:20 horse is 
now. 
The gorgeous stable is on Fifty-sixth 
street near Seventh avenue. 
Its ceiling is 
of polished oak, and the floor is covered 
with heavy matting. 
There was a certain 
woman in the city a few years ago who I 
had her horses' mangers silver plated. 
Mr. 
Work does not go to quite that extent, 
though no common wood is good enough for 
his high steppers. 


There are other stables nearly as elegant 
as Mr. Work's. 
Bonner's, 
with Maud S. 
within, is not far away. 
The Vanderbilt 
stables are very splendid. 
So is that of 
Rockefeller, of Standard Oil company fame. 
He ought to name his fastest trotter Coal 
Oil. 


When a New York horse fancier speaks of 
"the road"* he means St. Nicholas avenue, 
out beyond Central park, through which the j 
fast horses are generally driven. 
The famous j 
horses belonging to private owners may bo 
seen here of any fine afternoon. 
Here is 
where a glimpse of Maud S. herself may be 
had occasionally. 
Here is where Mr. Work 
drives his Eilward and Dick Swiveler. 


When M lud S. trots it is necessary to put 
toe weights upon her to bring out her highest 
speed. 
Mr. Work takes pri le in the f a d 
th 't his team are natural trotters. 
He nays: 
•'They do not wear boots or weights, and 1 
have never known them to touch a 
hair 
when going at their greatest spee l, and, 
more than this, all their fast tniles have been 
made with simply the natural preparation 
which driving on the road has given them. 
They wear no check reins, but carry their 
heads in the manner which God intended 
them to, and they are always ready on a 
moment\s notice to do their best. 
Most hoi'ses 
have a weak spot somewhere, but if mine 
have one I do not know it. 
Ytm ask me why 
they have retained their speed for so many 
years. 
Well, I do not pound them around 
every day and drive tliem over hard roads 
that are not fit for speeding purposes. 
When 
I have a brush with another horse or team 
they are as eager as one could wish, but 
when the racing is over they are quiet, and 
do not fret and fume and act in the disagree- 
able manner that is common to so many 
horses. 
I have been careful not to do foolisl: 
things with them, and have never knows, 
them to take a lame step. 


SCHOOLHOUSK, KANSAS CITY. 


Minnesota 
and the northwestern 
states 
have had their experience, and even New 
England and Virginia an I 
Pennsylvania 
have not escajiod. 
April, May an I June are 
the tornado months. 
In the west recently, 
Kansas City, Mo., suffered most. 
This is i 
town of 
wonderful enterprise, pluck, in- 
dustry and money. 


One of the houses wrecked was the Lathrop 
public school building. 
It had lat«?iy had a 
wing put to it f or an art school. 
If art is a 
failure in this country it will not be because 
the west is not cultivating it. 
Almost every 
village has its art school. 


The Lathrop school house was topped with 
a great un-aiidy tower of masonry. 
Twice 
it had been i)rouounced unsafe and twi<-o 
condemned,' tlie last time only a few weeks 
ago, but no attention w{i.s paid to the warn- 
ing. 
If it had been heeded the score or more 
of 
little 
children 
now 
lying 
crushed 
and cold 
in death 
might have been yet 
•alive. 
The 
tornado struck the northwest 
corner of the honse. The huge tower swayed 
a moment, uncertain, then toppled and fell 
inward thrt)ugh the ci-ntre of the structure. 
The hou^e was full of 
]inpils. 
Before the 
storm cloud burst the air had been fearfully 
still, and the heavens had turned dark as 
twiliirht.

storm fell, 
it was the smallest pupil> in the 
basement, pf)or little things, that were hurt 
most. 
The storm rag d so terrifically that

and water together. 
Jt ceased su liJenly, and 
in a moment the schoolyard was full of 
horror-stricken 
peophi. 
They 
began 
the 
work of «ligging out the dead and crushed 
babes. 
The scenes were heartrending as one 
aftei-another was rei-ogniz-d iij' its parents. 
It wiis a time of agony and fear. 
Wh(;ii the 
rescuers were lift ng out one girl she begired 
them t > le.ive her and help the boy who was 
pinned down beside her because he was so 
little, only 
years old. 
Thet e were heroes 
among the tiny creatures who were carried 
out wound d and dying on that, sail day. 


The co\int\' court house was a han.lsome 
structure. 
11 was built on a hill, command- 
ing a view of the city. 
Consequently, it was 
exposed to the full fury of the storm. 
It had 
been built originally for a bote , l)ut the 
county bough, it for $2(X).000 and changed it 
into the court house you see in the picture, 
at lea.st that is what it was a tew day> ago. 
Now it has no roof at all and mo->t of the 
walls of the third and fourth stories are 
gone. 
It is a melancholy ruin. 
A deputy 
sheriff was killed by a falling wall. 
There 
were a nutni/er of prisoners in the Ija.sement 
antl for t!ie fii st time in their lives they had 
reason to congratulate themselves that they 
were in jail. 
They were held safe and unin- 
jured in the liasement during the storm

America goes to work to write.

After that, he draws, as well as he can, 
a wee, woe bear, very small, in order to 
show his contempt for the 
Bears. 
Finally, he draws with the greatest care 
as nmny oxen and ponies as he has 
caiitured, becatise he is chiefly proud of 
this part of his ex]>loit and wishes all 
the world of the woods to know what a 
great and .successful robber he is. 
Ho 
does not tell that the Bear braves wen^ 
away when he stir])rised tlui cam]), and 
pr(djably does not care to tell that part 
of the story.

Justus of uglinusK, confusion, and distortion, 
uselpRHiiesH, gliaslliuciSR, and horror. 
It 


seemed like a grent commone on which 
GUiashed-up worlds were dumped. It was 
what poetry and prose, Bcieulibt and Chris- 
tian agree in calling chaos. 
Out of that 


blank, rough, shapeless egg our beautiful 
world was hatched. 
God stood over that 


original anarchy of elements and said: 
"Atlantic Ocetm, you go"right away"aud 
lie down them! Pacific Ocean, you sleep 
there! Caucasian r:mge of mountains, you 
Btarid there! Mount Washington, you ho 
sentinel there! Jlout Blanc, you put oil 
your coronetof crysial there! 
Mississippi,- 


yon march there, and Missouri, you many, 
it there!" Au.tl he gathered in His al- 
mighty blinds fhe sand and rand and rock, 
and rolled and heaved 
find molded and 


dented and compressed them into shape, 
and then dropped them, iu four pluceR; aud 
the one was Asin. and another was Europe, 
aud auother Africa, aud another America, 
north and south. 


The original chaos was like the confusion 


and unnroby into which the human race 
ever find anon has a tendency to plunge. 
God has Baid: "Let there be light of law, 
light of justice, light of pence, light, of 
love!" 
"No! no!" Bay anarchic voices; 


"let their he darkness, let there he cnt- 
throatery, let th»ru be eternal imbroglio, 
let there be chaos." 


Such a social condition many are ex- 


pecting, because of the overshadowing con- 
test between labor and capital. 
There has 


pot been an intelligent imin or woman dur- 
ing the last two months who has not asked 
the question: ''Shall we have bloody revo- 
lution in lliis country?" 
I have heard 


many answer the quesliuu m the affirma- 
tive; I answer it in the negative. 


There may be and there 
have 
been 


terrific outbursts of popular frenzy, but 
there will be nn anarchy, for the Church 
of Chriet, the mightiest and grandest iu-1 
fititution of the planet, Khali, .laying hold 
of the strength of tho eternal God, como 
out and, putting one bund on the shoulder 
of Labor, and the olluT on the shoulder of 
Capital, say: "I come in the name of the God 
who turned chaos into in;iyuifluent order to 
settle this dispute by the principles of 
eternal justice and kindness, and now, I 
command you, take your bauds off each 
other's throats." Tho only impartial-insti- 
tution on this subject is the church, for 
it is miido up of both capitalist mid labor- 
ers, and was founded by Christ, who was a- 
carpenter, and so has a right to speak for 
all laborers; and who owns the 'earth aud 
tho nolar (system aud tbe universe, and so 
can speak for the capitalists. 


AB for myself, as »u individual I liavo a 


right to bo heard. Sly father was a fanner, 
and my grandfather, and they had to work 
for a living; and every do! lar T own I earned 
by the sweat of my own brow, aud I owe no 
man anything, and if any obligation Jins 
escaped iny memory come audpresentyour 
bill us T descend from this pulpit, and I 
will pay you on the spot, i am going to 
say all that I think and feel, on this sub- 
ject, and without any reservation, asking 
yonr prayers that I may bo divinely di- 
rected in this important series of Sabbath 
morning discourses. 
. ' • 


Tlnit. lubor has grievances T will show 


you plainly before I get through this course 
of sermons. 
That r-npitnl has had out- 


rages committed upon it I will make evident 
beyond dispnto. 
But there are 
right 


aud wrong ways of attempting a reforma- 
tion. 


When I aay there will be no return to 


social chaos I do not underrate the awful 
peril of these times. 
We must admit that 


the tendency in toward revolution.

It. Do not, amid tho excitement of these 
times, drop your employment, hoping that 
Eomelliing better will turn up. Ho who 
gives up work now-, whether he bo railroad 
man, mechanic.' former, clerk, or any other 
kind of employe, will probably give it up 
for starvation. 
You may not like tho lino 


of steamers that you are sailing in, but do 
not jump overboard in the middle of thq 
Atlantic. Be a little earlier than usual at 
yonr post of work while this turmoil lasts, 
and attend to yonr occupation with a littlo 
more assiduity than has over characterized 
you. 


My brotherly counsel, in the second rf 


place, is to those who huve resigned work. 
It is best for you aud best for everybody to 
go back immediately. Do not wait to see 
what others do. 
Get on. board the train of 


national prosperity before it starts uimin, 
for start it will, start POOH and stnrt might- 
ily. Last year in tho city of New York 
tlierc were forty-five general strikes and 
177 shop strikes. Successful strikes, nine- 
ty-spyen; strikes lost, thirty-four: strikes 
pending at the time the statistics were 
made, 
fifty-nine; strikes compromised, 


thirty-two. 
Would you like me-to tell yon 


who will make the most out of the present 
almost universal stiike? I can and will. 
Those will make the most out of it who go 
first to work.' 


Sly third word of brotherly advice is to 


another class of laborer.-; —namely, thuse 
who have been a long time out of work. 
How inimy of them? Before this present 
trouble began there were nearly two mil- 
lion people in thi« country out of work and 
could not get work. 
I have for the last 


ten years been busy much of the time in 
trying to get people work who asked for it. 
I have worn myself out again and a;;ain, as 
many of you have, to get employment for 
those who besought it. 
In some cases we 


succeeded, in others failed. 
My brotherly 


counsel is to the nearly two million people 
who could not get work before this trouble 
began, and who have themselves and their 
families to Biippurt, to go now and take the' 
vacated places. 
Go in and take those, 


places a million :md a half strong. 
Green 


bands you maj' bo now, but you will not be 
green hand1? long. 
My sentiment'is full 


liberty for all who want to uirike to do EO, 
nml full liberty for nil who want to fake tho 
vacated places. Other industries will open 
foi those who are now taking a vacation, 
for. we heve only opened .the ontside door 
of this continent, nud there is room in this 
country for eight hundred million people 
and .for each one of them a home and a 
livelihood and a God. 


So, however others may feel about this 


excitement as wide as the continent, I am 
not scared 
a bit. 
The storm will hush. 


Christ will put His foot upon it as upon 
Hgitiited Galilee. As at the beginning, ciinos 
will give place'to order as the spirit of God 
moves upon the waters. But hear it, work- 
ingnicn of America! Your first step to- 
ward light and betterment of condition will 
bean assertion of your individual inde- 
pendence from the dictation of your fel- 
low-workmen. 
You are a free man and' 


let no organization come between yon and 
your best interests. Do not let any ni;in, 
or any body of men, tell you where you 
Bhfdl 
work, 
or 
where 
you shall 
not 


work, when you shall work, or when 
you shall not work. If a man wants 
to belong 
to 
a 
labor 
organization, 


let him belong. If ho does not want 
to belong to a labor organization let him 
have perfect liberty to stay out. 
You own 


yourself. 'Let no man put a manacle on 
your hand or foot or hcud or heart. 


I belong to a ministerial association that, 


meets once a week. I love all the mem-i 
bcrs very much. 
We may help each other 


iu 11 hundred ways, but when that ussocia-' 
lion shall tell mo to quit my work and go 
somewhere else; Unit 1 must stop right.: 


away because a brother minister has boon 
badly treated down in Texan, 1 will say to 
that ministerial iifipociation: 
"Get thee be- 


hind me, Satan!" Further more, I have a 
right to resign my pastorate of this church 
and say to the people: "I decline to work for- 
you any lougor. 
I am going. Good-uy." 


But I have no right, after I havo quit this 
pulpit, to linger around the doors on Sun- 
day mornings and evenings with a shotgun 
to intimidate or hinder the minister who 
comes to tnko my pluco. I may quit 
my place and continue to be a gentle- 
man, but when I interfere with my suc- 
cessor in this pulpit T become, a criminal 
and deserve nothing better thiui GOUU in u 
tin bowl in Sing Sing Penitentiary. 
Here 


is u statement thiit I would have every 
laborer put in his memorandum book or 
paste in his hat, and every newspaper put. 
nt tho head of its columns. There arc now 
about twelve million people in this country 
receiving wages, and about 
BIX * hundred 


thousand belonging to organizations that 
control their labor. I would have all the 
(JOO,OH(I do as they plmmi. and I would 
havo nil tho other 
ll,4i)i).(iii(i do us they 


picnic. 
Yon will admit that the f.OO.Onn in 


Hiieh organizations ought not to control 
tho 11,400,0(10 laborers not in them. Your 
Jir^t duty, 0 laboring man! is (o your 
family.

tate to you how you shall support, them. 
Work when you please, where you please, 
nl what you please, and allow no one lor .1 
hundred millionth part of a second to inter- 
fere wiih your right.

will, we shull find many-tyrannies broken, 
und labnr and capital will march shoulder 
to Khouldur. 


This day I declare the mutual depend- 


ence of labor and cupital.

nmkor put it just right—I mean Paul— 
when he declared: "The oyo cannot say to 
the hand, I have iio need of time."' You 
havo examined some elaborate machinery— 
a thousand wheels, a thousand bund3, a 
thousand levers, u thousand pulleys. I tit 
all controlled by one great water-wheel, all 
tho parts adjoined BO that if you jarred one 
part you jarred all the purls. Well, society 
is a great piece of mechanism, :i thonsniid 
wheels, a thousand pulleys, a thousand 
levers, but ail controlled by one great aud 
over-revolving force—the wheel of God's 
provi'lonee.

When the capital of tho country maligns 
labor it is the eye cursing the hand. 
When 


lubor maligns capital it is the Hand cursing 
Iho eye. 
The capitalists of the country, so 


fur as I know them, are successful laborers. 
If the capitalists in this house to-day would 
draw then- glove you would see the broken 
Jinger-miil, the near of an old blister, here 
mid there a stiffened' finger-joint. Tho 
great publishers of New York and Phil- 
adelphia, so far us I know them, were 
bookbinders or printers on small pay. 
The 


carriage manufacturers of the country used 
to sandpaper wagon-bodies in- the wheel- 
wright's shop. On tho other hand, you 
will find .in all our great establishments 
pieii on wages who ust-d to employ their 
one .hundred or five hundred men. 


1'eter Cooper was u glue-muker. No one 


begrudged him his millions of dollars, for 
he built Cooper Institute, and swung open 
its doors for every poor man's -son, and 
eaid to the.day laborer: "Send your boy ;np 
to my institute if. you want him to have a 
splendid education." And a young mtin 
of this church was the other day walking 
in Greenwood cemetery and he saw two 
young men putting flowers on the grave of 
Peter Cooper. 
My friend supposed the 


young men were relatives of Peter Cooper, 
and decorated.his grave for that reason. 
"No," they'said, "we put. these flowers on 
big grave because it was through him we 
pot'onr education.". -Abraham Van Nest 
was u harness-maker iu New York. Through 
economy and industry and skill he got a 
great fortune.' 
He gave away to help 


others hundreds of thousands of dollars. I 
shall never forget the scene when I, a green 
country lad, stopped at his house, nud after 
passing the evening with him he camo to 
the door und came outside'mid suid: "Here, 
DeWitt, is $50 to get books with. 
Don't 


say anything about it." 
And 1 never did 


till tho good old man was gone. 
The 


wealthy men of the twentieth century are in 
these last fourteen years of tho nineteenth 
century sitting with their feet on the shut- 
tle, or utimding up swinging tho pickaxe, 
or doing some kind of hard work, nud from 
thesame classes are to coinu the | ihilosophers 
and poets and orators. Henry Clay was 
"the Millboy of fheSlashes;" Hugh Miller 4 
Btono-mason; Columbus a weaver; Halley 
a soap-boiler; 
Arkwright a barber; tho 


learned Bloomtield a shoemaker; Hogarth 
an engraver of pewter plate, nnd Horaca 
Greoloy started life iu New York with $10.75 
in his pocket. 
", 


The distance between capital and labor 


is not a great gulf over which is swung a 
Niagara suspension bridge. It is only a 
stop, and the laborers here will cross over 
and become capitalists and the capitalists 
will crossover and become laborers. Would 
to God they would Khnke hands while'they 
are crossing, these from one side and those 
from Ihe other side. 


The combatants in this great war be- 


tween capital and labor are chiefly, on. the 
one side; men of fortune who have never 
been obliged to toil, and who despise labor, 
and, on the other hand, men who could get 
labor, but will not have it, will not stick to 
it. It is the hand cursing the eye or the eye 
cursing the hand. I wnnt it understood 
that the laborers are tbe highest style of 
capitalists. Where is their investment?

Greek and from the Roman in the lower 
Bpntt r11 of life; but for all thefouBtains 
of tlie deepest emotions and tho grand- 
est moralities we are indebted to the 
Jew. In tho Old Testament, thought 
of death is almost idyllic. 
"Like a 


shock of corn fully -ripe." 
Ts there 


anything more beautiful than the har- 
vest field ? There is no sense of loss 
before (he sickle; the garner lies behind 
the sickle: and the golden hues, both 
of tho harvest and of all nature, have 
contributed to make the Harvest Home 
a day of joy and hilarity unbounded. 
So the Old Testament speaks of the 
dying as having finished their proper 
growth, stud become beautiful, as tho 
corn or grain grows golden, aiid as 
being gathered like a shock of corn 
fully ripe. 
"Gathered to his fathers" is 


another expression of tho Old Testa- 
ment going to the ancestral home; and 
in that age and at that time, as in 
China now, the whoiu religion, almost, 
centered in the reverence of one's 
ancestors; scattered, sent abroad on 
various Rrrauds, or at school, gathered 
again to the fathers.
